The third annual report of President Wil 


iam F. Warren of Boston University 
\vni 


•jreseiited to tho trustees,nt the annual meet 


ou tho llth iufitant. 
It shows that the 


university hns prospered during tho year 
and is rapidly advancing to a high position 
among the country's inbtitutions of highe: 
education. Tho total number of officers o 
nstrtiction and government is 101, besides 
those who who have chairs in the Massa 
chnsetta Institute of Technology and give 
instruction in tho college of liberal artu ii 
Boston University. The total number 
students in attendance during the year was 


G27, 
distributed as follows: 
College of lib 


eral arts, S'2- college of muaic, 21; col 
lego of agriculture, 2t>: school of theology, 
101; school 
of 
law, 
Ml; 
school 
o] 


medicine, 172; achool of oratory, SO; school 
of all sciences, 11. Of tho whole number 
141 wero young women, who wero repre- 
sented in all the departments except those of 
agriculture and law. It appears from some 
interesting analytical tables in tho report 
that tho percentage of students coming to 
this university from other states is con- 
stantly increasing.

fact is, that no other American university 
has during tho past year had in its three 
professional schools, those of law, medicine 
and theology, so largo nn aggregate number 
of ntudents. Yale had 217 students in thoso 
schools, Harvard 372, and Boston 41-1.

one English university, and four Ameri- 
can professional schools were represented by 
graduates. In fact, Boston University num- 
bered among its students during the past 
year as many collegiate and professional 
tributaries as Harvard, and five moro than 
Yale. Taking tho entire membership of thp 
university, its percentage of grnduato stu 
dents is higher than Yale's or Harvard's. 
These facts aro not presented in a spirit of 
boasting by tho president, but for tho sake 
of impressing on tlio trustees and officers of 
the npiversity tho truth that it seems likely 
to have tho responsibility of training n high 
percentage of those who seek an extended 
conr&o of instruction,and that its means and 
opportunities ought to ba so adapted and 
extended as to insure that its work will be 
well douo.—[Boston Advertiser.

CULTIVATING OnOIIARDS. 


In the recent article on tie above eubject, 


I spoko of keeping for comparison EOUIO 
high-colored apples from tho Northern Spy 
tree growing in prasa, nnd some not so^vell 
colored, which were from trees in an adjoin- 
ing row, where they bad been well culti- 
vated for 
Homo years. Ko far, 
, tho fruit 


from both sots of trees is keeping well. On 
JJecember 5th I took some 01 both sorts to a 
meeting of our Stnta PomologicBl Society, 
held Rt Coldwatcr. Tho high-colored fruit 
attracted attention, although it was not BO 
large as the other from tho cultivated trees. 
At ray suggestion, the quality was com- 
pared. The difference in ilavor of the apples 
grown on cultivated trees was very marked. 
Tho higu-colured fruit \\ris uij;, cliippy, 
lacking 
in 
sprightlinesa, 
with 
dark 


spots nnd streaks occasionally, looking a 
little like dry rot. Tho others were spright- 
ly, juicy, flue. More than one apple of each 
was tested by one or all of the following 
gentlemen: Mr. H. B. Ells-auger of lioches- 
ter, N. Y , M. B. Bnteham of Ohio, II. Dale 
Adams of Kolauiozoo, Secretniy Charles W. 
Garliold, myself and others. 
All agreed, at 


once, in tho marked difference in <pjality. 
This result. I admit, was unexpected by me. 
The difference in other cases or in other 
seasons may not bo so prominent. 
At the 


snmo meeting wo made a careful comparison 
of the quality of overgrown specimens aud 
moderate sized specimens of llhode Island 
Greenings, Westfield Seeknofurthers and 
American Golden Hussets. 
Tho difference 


in quality was much in favor of the moderate 
sized fruit. In some parts of our now coun- 
try.people are too apt to judge of excellence 
in fruits and vegetables by size and color. 
These are not safe guides. 
The best test 


lies in the eating.
